Only  small  ir.mrov orient  has  been  reported  in  the  German  market  for 
both  American  and  "^ropean  apples  since  the  riddle  of  January,  although 
arrivals  of  Continental  fruit  have  been  shoving  a  decreasing  tendency 
during  that  period,  according  to  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V. 
Steere.     Stocks  of  European  apples  available  are  still  larger  than  usual 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  and  Spanish  and  Italian  oranges  continue  to 
offer  keen  competition  with  arrivals  large  and  prices  relatively  low. 
The  outlook  for  American  fruit  seems  somewhat  more  favorable  for  March, 
but  no  great  improvement  appears  likely  in  vie^  of  the  apparent  apathy  of 
the  market  for  apples  in  the  face  of  the  heavy  competition  of  oranges, 
which  will  probably  continue  through  that  month. 

Storage  stocks  of  apples  in  the  hands  of  German  wholesale  trade 
have  declined  largely  during  the  past  four  weeks  but  will  probably  not 
be  exhausted  before  the  middle  of  March,  even  though  recent  warm  and  wet 
weather  has  greatly  reduced  the  keeping  quality  and  will  make  it  necessary 
to  put  such  stocks  on  the  market  in  the  near  future,    There  are  still 
about  80  apple  barges  lying  in  the  River  Spree  in  Berlin,  with  estimated 
present  cargoes  totaling  35  to  40  full  barge  loads  of  100  tons  each. 
Continental  fruit  nor  coming  on  the  Berlin  market  from  outside  the  city 
is  originating  mainly  in  South  Germany,  Holland  and  to  a  small  extent  in 
Italy.     Italian  supplies,  however,  are  very  limited. 

The  demand  for  American  apples  in  recent  weeks  has  varied  with 
different  varieties.     Business  has  continued  slow  in  red  varieties  such 
as  Winesaps  and  Rome  Beauties,  but  Newt  owns  and  Ortleys  have  found  ready 
sale.     Nertowns  -ere  wholesaling  at  34.76  -  $5*24  per  box,  Ortleys  35.72  - 
$5.96,  and  ^inesans  and  Rome  Beauties  33.57  -  $4.05  on  the  Berlin  market 
during  the  week  of  February  11.     Ortleys,  however,  were  very  scarce.  Deal- 
ers have  been  complaining  recently  o^  considerable  bruising  of  red  var- 
ieties, which  partly  goes  to  explain  the  low  quotations. 

Imports  of  armies  into  Germany  during  the  first  seven  months  (July 
to  January)  of  the  present  season  amounted  to  6,288,0r0  bushels  comoared 
with  7.730,000  bushels  dtiring  the  same  period  in  1926-27. Of  these  imports 
the  United  States  supplied  only  335,000  bushels  this  year  against  over 
1,000,000  bushels  in  1926-27.     With  the  exception  of  Holland,  France  and 
Belgium,   imports  from  other  sources  were  also  smaller.     The  increase  in 
imports  from  Holland,  from  374,000  bushels  in  the  first  seven  months  cT" 
1926-27  to  1,256,000  bushels  this  season,  has  been  noteworthy.  The

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imports  of  oranges  into  Germany  during  the  period  July  to  January  amount- 
ed to  2,311,000  boxes  against  1,880,000  "boxes  in  1925-27,  Australian 
aDoles  are  expected  to  make  their  appearance  in  the  German  narket  soon 
after  the  beginning  o^  April  and  supplies  are  likely  to  bp  plentiful 
after  the  middle  of  that  month.
